HUNTINGTON ERUPTS 



The student feelings that have 
been smoUering at Huntington si- 
nce last fall have moved into the 

The Board of Regents Is 
attempting to move the philosophy 
of Huntington College under the 
Jurisdiction of Laurentian Uni- 
versity thereby ending theexlste- 
nce of the College as an effec- 
tive academlc^nsUtution. 

After many meettngs of the 
Committee of Revision and Re- 
newal (CRR}estabUshed last tall, 
and repeated meetingswith mem 
bers of the Board of Regents 
the Huntington students decided 
to turn to public protest. 

On Tuesday, March 4, the stu- 
dents and faculty staged a Ame- 
ral in the Huntington Pit to mark 
the death of the College as an 
academic Institution, Dr. New- 
berry presided over the services. 
LafeTln the afternoon over, 
sixty studens had a Itinera^ pro- 
cession down town. The casket 
was borne on the chariot used 
by Hunttngtoo In Homecoming 
rftooB. .PaJl-boarari . draaied 
in black rob6s pulled the casket. 
The procession moved up 
Elm street through the traffic. 
A parade permit had lieen refu- 
sed by the Sudbury Police Com- 

ISSlDUj 

An attempt to have the eulogy 
at the cenotaph, to oe given by 
Dr. Newberry, was halted by 
police. 

The students and faculty mem- 
bers then went to St. Andrew's 
United Church where the "last 
respects" for Huntington where ■ 
given. Dr. Newberiy in a grave 
voice, acknowledged the death but 
expressed the hope for a salva- 
tion^ 

At the meeUng with ADMINI- 
STRATION the students were 
offered March 27lh as a fuhirc 
date for a meeting where an 
elected committee of students 
would represent the students' 
wishes. A good many stude- 
ents expressed lack of faith In 
the good win of the ADMIN - 
ISTRATION and one Just said 
'yippety-shlt' as he realized 
that March 27 Is pretty close 
to exams. 

Comments such as, 'they're 
Just sweet-talking you" and 
"you're getting sucked In" 
were commm by the time the 
shidents had talked everything 
over for awhile. 

Here's hoping that U.L.U. stu- 
dents finally take up an Issue 
which is already being looked 
upon as but an example of 
ulmlnlstrallve tMhaviour , and 
take the power that should be 
theirs. 

We have heard rumors that the Ad- 
ministration to decrease deficits 
win install pay toilets next year. 
Said an otaclal:"We're Just ta- 
king too much shit from students."

S.G^At) there clings a group stu* 
dents who are "close" to mem- 
bers of the executive. These 
people feel and Justly so, (so far) 
that If ttiey apply for any possl- 
tlon on acommlttee formed tv the 
8,G.a; that their election to the 
post la a forgone conclusion. 

Tills was brougfit' clearly to 
light on March 10, 1969 when at a 
committee meeting held to dis- 
cuss a brief presented by LAMB- 
DA Publications Mr. Scott 
Merrltleld an applicant for tlie 
Editorship In the academic year 
1960-70 appeared lo feel that 
because he had "contacts" with- 
in the council he was already 
elected to the posit Mr, Scott 
Merrlfleld was not even a voting 
member of the committee yet he 
vettemently disagreed with any 
and all clauses presented in the 
brief* For this reason the mee-^ 
ting was forced to continue its 
discussion on March IL, 1069, 
There were nine other prospec** 
tlvb editors at the meeting, but 
because of Its exhaustive length 
many leit. 

1 am a First Year shident and 
have not made myself known to 
the S,G.A« members this year* 
Is ttils any reason why my qMa- 
UOcBtionSt along with those of 
all the other applicants for the 
position should not be weighed 
eqtially? The best man should 
then be chosen^ 

It appeared through the actions 
of the English Vlca-Presldent 
the "neutral" chairman and Mr, 
Merritleld that he (Mr, Merrl- 
fleld) was already editor and 
that the other applications would 
not even be considered.

The V, K Security Council 
simulation study held last Sa- 
turday In the Great Hall clearly 
showed the problems which the 
seating at the Peoples Hepubllc 
of China In the United Nations en* 
tails* The consensus among the 
national delegations was that the 
credentials of the mainland go- 
vernment should be accepted, but 
there was no way of circumven- 
ting the veto of Nationalist China 
and their American sponsors. 
When the Inevitable became ob^ 
vious, Great Britain moved a mo^ 
tlon or adjournment which left 
the question unresolved* 

The sixty participants In the 
study had greater success In dea- 
ling with the Arab-Israeli situ- 
atlon In the Middle East« By a 
vote of twelve In favour , none 
oppossedf and three abstaining a 
four point resolution waspassed. 
The Council called for a) the 
withdrawal of Israeli troops to 
thetr positions before the out- 
break of hostilities at 0745 on 
tl)e morning of Monday, June 5, 
1967; b) the creation of demili- 
tarized zones In the presently 
occupied territories; c)the crea- 
tion of a United Nations peace- 
keeping force to maintain a pre- 
sence In these areas; and, lastly, 
direct bilateral talks between 
Israel and the Governments of 
Egypt, Jordan, and Syria, 

A spokesman for the sponso- 
ring Political Science Department 
had the following comment of the 
study! 'It Is heartening to see so 
many shidcnts directly Involved 
In what Is fundamentally a tea- 
ching process. The potentialities 
of simulation as a teaching tech- 
nique must be explored further. 
Many students were clearly Iden^ 
tifying with the positions of the 
country they represented and 
consequently the policy papers 
were generally very good. It Is 
unfortunate that very few of the 
student body at large saw fit to 
drop in and follow the procee- 
dings/'
